And well 
weighing the great advantage which would 
rcdou- d not onely to the ſaid Counties in 
particular, but to the City of London, and 
all the Aflociated Counties.and.to the whole 
Kingdome in generall, it {ome competent 
Force might bee- ipeedily railed for the 
blocking up, or ttraitning of the faid 
Gariſons and Places in order to a fur- 
ther. deſigne; Doe Order aad Ordain, 
and bce it Ordered and Ordained by the 
Lords and Commons in Parhament, That 
the Common-Councell of the City of 
Lozdon, or \uch as they ſhall appoint, and 
the Committees for the Militia of Mazd- 
dleſex, within the Liges of Communican- 
on, and the ſeverall Committees nomina- 
ted in the Ordinance for raifing of Monies 
for maintenance of the Forces under the 
Command of. Sir Thomas Fairfax, in the 
{everall Counties and Cities hereafter men- 
tioned, or any three of them, ſhall haye 
power reſpeQively, and are hereby au- 
thorized to raiſe and levie for the reliete 


of 
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of the aforeſaid Counties, and the keeping / 


in of the Garilonsand places in the Coun- 
ties aforeſaid, the {everall proportions of 
Men, Horſes, and Armes, hereafter like- 
wile particularly exprefled. And if any 
perſon ſhall retule or negle& to lend in hs 
Horle or Arms as he ſha}l be Sefſed and pro- 
portioned, according to the true intent of 
' this Ordinance ; That then it ſhall bee law- 
full tor the {aid Committees as aforementio- 
ned, or any three of them reſpeGively to 
levie {ſo much money by Diſtreſle and fale 
of the goods of the Party to retuſing or neg- 
lecting as hee ſhall bee 1o ſet at. Provided 
that no particular perlon in any of the faid 
Counties or Cities be charged for the finding 
or providing of more then one Horſe and 
Arms, or the value thereot after the rate of 
twelve pounds fora Light-Horle and Arms, 
and fix pounds for a Dragoone Horſe and 
Arms, and that no perſon be charged by ver- 
tue of this Ordinance, who hath not an E- 
ſtate in Landsor yearely Revenue, tothe ya- 
lue of forty pounds per Annu, or above, or 
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perſonall Eſtate of the value of foure hun- 
dred pounds or above. And the leverall pro- 
portions of Horle and Draguones hereafter 
mentioned,are to mect within ten.dayes af- 
ter.the paſling of this Ordinance at ſuch Ren- 
dezvouze, as ſhall bee appointed by both 
Houles of Parliament : Or by the Commit- 
tee of the two Kingdomes for the ſervices 
aforeſazd. And to be taken into pay the next 
day after they ſhall come to {uch Rendez- 
vouze to be appointcd as atoreſaid.. And for 
the better encouragement of all thoſe who 
ſhal be rated towards the raiſing and paying 
of the. {aid Men, Horle and Dragoons as a- 
forelaid to contribute cheartully to. this pre- 
ſent and neceſlary {upply; Ir is ordained 
and declared that the Monies which ſhall be 
levied for the purpoles atorelaid ſhall be du- 
ly repayed to all and every. perlon andper- 
ſons disvurſing the {ame reſpectively out of 
the Monics to be railed by the ſale of Dclin- 
quents Eſtates, next, and immediately after 
the two hundred Thouſand poundsalready 
charged thereon, ſhall bee paid. Provided 
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alwayes, That the proportions now let by 
vertue of this Ordinance ſhal be no prefident 
for the future. And Provided that this Or- 
dinance, nor any thing therein contained, 
ſhall extend to any Peere of this Realme un- 
der the proteCtion of the Parliament, orany 
Member of rhe Houſe of Commons, Afſiltant, 
Officer, or Attendant of the Houle of Peers, 
Or Officer or Attendant of the Houle of 
Commons.
